The Division of Licensing, under 
the Department of Commerce, is 
managed by a black man. One of 
its major responsibilities is admin- 
istering the laws relative to private 
employment agencies. 

This division made the news in

employment agency for allegedly 
selling the listing of non-existing 
jobs in six Ohio cities, including 
Cleveland, Akron and Columbus.

There were two articles in the newspaper about battered wives, that 
were very emotional and very well written. You could feel the pain and 
frustration of these batteféd Wimen. | was very grateful that they had 
people in places that cared. Tt stated that every 18 seconds women in 
America are beaten by their husband or boytriend, and this estimate is 
considerably conservative. 

It also stated where these violences occurred, and the age groups, 
where they live. The Witness Victim Service Center has a project to reach 
more victims especially those in the suburbs, to tell them there is help 
available. The other organizations are Women To-gether, that operate a 
hot line and a shelter. There is also WomenSpace, which operates 
another Hot line which: me woNiding MS ratioh ind & up Port4oMBat- 
tered women. 

The county provides turiets for an eviction center and the Domestic 
Violence Witness Project is funded by the United Way, The Gries, and 
Trumart Foundation, The Charitable Trust and the Regina Herman Trust 
Fund, with a very competent counsel as head of the center, run by 
Municipal Court since 1976. It is a county agency 

Now domestic violence crosses all lines, racial, socialand economic. It 
states the number of murders of women by their husbands and the age

He 
paints historical figures who he 
believes have not received their 
proper place in-history: He takes 
the person and places him.into a 
historical geographical and cultu- 
ral context that humanizes the fig- 
ure for the casual observer.

I'm doing now just 50 years ago,” 
Clay said. “Then, | could go intoa 
museum and see it.

Clay helped to preserve the 101 
Ranch, near Ponca City, Okla, by 
getting it on the National Register 
of Historic Places. Clay is a 
member of the Board of Directors 
for Ranch Restoration and the 
National Buffalo Association. 

Buffalos held a sacred place in 
the minds of American Indians, 
Clay. said. And the black man was 
considered a mediator between 
the buffalo and man. 

He said the Indiarm thought of 
black men as part of a “black 
nobie tribe that captured the spirit 
of the buffalo.” 

“Blacks were a spiritual bridge 
between the Indian and the buffalo 
because of his dark skin,” he said. 

Blacks had a special place inthe 
Old West, Clay said. They were 
often the horse experts and used 
as interpreters between the white 
man and the Indian. 

Clay tells the tale of a black 
cowboy, Bob Lemmons who was 
one of two men to ride in the midst 
of wild horses. “The Indians say 
that he became a mustang, 
according to legend,” he said.

Richard F. Celeste on his 
arrival to keynote the bi-annual 
banquet of Biack Elected Demo- 
crats of Ohio in the baliroom of the 
Columbus Sheraton Hotel last 
week with a rousing weicome, this 
stirring welcome apparently 
inspired him to réspond in kind. 

As State Rep. Helen Rankin, D- 


Cincinnati, neared the end of her: 


introductory remarks, the crowd 
of more than 550 rose from their 
seats and virtually exploded with 
enthusiastic applause. - 

Although Celeste cannot be 
classed with the spell-binding ora- 
tors of long ago, he effectively and 
dramatically gave the obviously 
partisan crowd exactly what they 
wanted to hear. 

At the outset of his speech, the 
scholarly state chief executive 


recalled, that during his four years 
‘as a member of the State Govern- 


ment Committee of the Ohio 
House of Represenatives, “i sat by 
Rep (C.J.) McLin's elbow. And | 
learned each year the increasin ly 
importance of saying yes when he 
said yes, and no when he said no 
when voting on legislation." 

“| didn’t get any. smarter,” he

Blacks, Celeste said, represent 
more than 25 percent of the 26- 
member Cabinet, “and that's long 
overdGe,” he said.

said he didn't appoint blacks to his 


Cabinet, “I appointed men and 

women with remarkabie talent, 

who just happen to be black.

Presbyterian Church 
Slates National 
Meeting In Atlanta 


Formation of the Presbyterian Church 
and the first meeting of its national policy 
making body are scheduled in Atlanta in 
June 

The final meetings of the Presbyterian 
Church U.S. and the United Presbyterian 
Church U.S.A. will precede the general 
assembty—of the new 2.2-miltion-member 
denomination. The outgoing general 
assemblies are due to give formal approval 
to the ratification votes by their presbyter- 
ies and to join a ritual making the church 
one : - 

About 1,000 commissioners and 3,000 or 
more visitors are expected. They will take 
part in a Communion service inaugurating 
the new church's special events. Plenary 
business sessions of the new assembly, 
including the selection of its moderator, 
will begin Monday, June 13. 

The separate assembly starts work June 
7 Most of the proposals coming to them 
will be sent to the new assembly for final 
action 

Among those proposals are: a report 
developed jointly by United Presbyterian 
and Presbyterian US. councils on “The 
Reformed View of Faith and Politics and of 
Church-State Relations.” 

Other propoSals include: a request from 
the Presbyterian Church US. side for the 
re-starting of a national level program for 
men of the church: a major paper from the 
Presbyterian Church US. on “Christians 
and Jews A Unique Relationship.” 

Unlike previous years, the separate 
assemblies will not elect new moderators 
but witt'be presided over by those elected 
last year -- the Rev. James H. Costen (Uni- 
ted Presbyterian) and the Rev. John Ander- 
son (Presbyterian U.S.) 

The moderators will appoint chairper- 
sons of 16 identical committees. Groups 
will be merged when the new assembly is 
formed 

The committees are: Faith and Worship; 
Mission and Unity; Mission of Congrega- 
tions, Presbyteries, and Synods; Profes- 
sional Church Workers; Funding the Mis- 
sion;-Jdustice-and the Rights-of Persons: 
Justice and the Institutions of Society; 
Peacemaking and International Affairs.

SURVIVAL, GROWTHI: 
Issues For The Black Family 


By LEWIS E. DODLEY Ph.D. 
Director, Family Services 
Rosemont School 


Quite often the Black family 
is spoken of in terms of survival 
instead of growth. The focus of 
this article is on growth of the 
Black family rather than mere 
survival. 

In a great many instances, of 
the Black experience, there 
were survival issues that led 
toward positive growth. An 
example of this is the position 
the slaves took when the slave 
owners sought to keep them 
from communicating with each 
other. This was a deliberate 
attempt to weaken the unity of 
Black people and to destroy 
the Black family system. How- 
ever, because of strong wills 
and a sense of survival, differ- 
ent ways of communication 
were developed, despite those 
efforts, using such things as 
songs and storytelling. 

The adage that "there is 
strength in numbers” was 
never truer especially when 
that number represents people 
and those people are family 
members. The extended family 
concept is a positive and 


necessary way to survive and 
grow for all people and espe- 
cially-for-Black people during 
these days of insecurity, 
divorce, unemployment, 
crime, alcoholism and drugs 
to mention only a few social ills. 
The extended family conceptis 
partially based on the follow- 
ing notions: 

We must identify with atti- 
tudes of Groupness rather than 
Individualism; Sameness 
rather than Difference; Coop- 
eration rather than Competi- 
tlon and to live in Harmony 
with nature rather than trying 
to Conquer it. 

The family that practices 
these attitudes receives a great 
deal of help from each other in 
order to deal with the problems 
of society previously menti- 
oned in this article. 

Alcoholism, for example, isa 
disease for one out of ten peo- 
ple who drink alcohol. A dis- 
proportionate number of alco- 
hotics are Black. When the 
disease is discovered before 
the person whois afflicted dies 
and he or she receives treat- 
ment, one of the most impor- 
tant elements of recovery is a 
good support system. One of

The pain that accompatties the feeling of being exploited and 
victimized by men was Sharply etched in the weary looks of some 
of tha women who were more than willing to share some dreary 
tales Of disappointment in the game of romance. 

‘I've been seeing a married man for over a year now," said one 


yo ungwoman who chose not to give her name. “I know | need to 
get out'of it, and | came-here hoping to get some support.” 

Anather participant said that she had come to accept “three 
months” as the magic number ih relationships with men. “Most 
don't last past three months,” she said because men think if they 
hang atoynd much longer than that it might lead to marriage. 

Lindathot her real name), 36, separated with three children, said 
that heriast relationship with a man was “the shortestone I've ever 
had in gy life. | knew | was sharing him with someone else, but he 
was gbie. before | could figure out how | felt about it. | guess ! 
shouldnt feel 90 bad, though, because all my girl friends are in 
similar situations.” 

Carotét{rot her reat name), a30-year-old physician, said she just 
didn't know what to do about finding the right kind of man.“You 
know what |: mean, a sensitive man who is serious about a 
commitw#ent.” 

With att the tales of woe, what's an intelligent, sensitive women to 
do if sh@ Wants to share her life with a man? 

Unfartuhately, d¢cording to Chapman, more and more women 
are just drSpping outaad choosing to go maniess while others get 
caught ypiin an endiess cycle of unhappy relationships. Denial, 
howéver,ig hardly the right approach, Chapman emphasized to 
the group: ’ 

In addition to becoming less man-focused and more inner- 
directed, Chapman advised the women to take control of their 
tomantic lives by several means. One is the serial approach where 
women have successive one-on-one relationships with different 
men for stort durations of time. Another approach, which seemed 
to go over well in the workshop, Chapman called "ala carte” where 
women see several menat the same time for specific reasons or to 
fulfill whatever needs happen to predominate at the moment. 

Many women are not adept at establishing emotional boundar- 
ies, Chapman pointed out. "They see a man a few times and the 
thoughts'dof love and possessiveness begin. Too much time and 
energy ard then invested in qetting a man to make a commitment 
This fixation.on monogamous relationships just makes for frustra- 
tion amd-depression over and over again.” 

For married women or women involved in what they think are 
“exclusive relationships”, finding out that their men have other 
womer? tan be devastating. Chapman said she had worked with 
women who were so overwrought they became physically iH or 
SUICIDAL a, 

She EPined a grieving process some married women expe- 
rience that is very similar to that of persons who have lost a loved 
one through death: Fhe first step is denial, then anger and depres- 
sion. ang: the final stage is acceptance and accommodation. 

Married or single, women must ask themselves “How important 
is this Fegahionen to me, and what am | getting out of it?” The 
answers fo these two questions will put the problem on the road to 
resolution; she said. 

Frances (not her real name), fortyish and married for 22 years, 
came to the seminar “not because I'm having any problems right 
now with my husband, but you neve; know. When | get sick of him, 
| know.there are thousands fo women out here who would be 
happyte fave him.” . ‘ é 

A 70-year-old participant in the workshop came because she 
could nat betieve that women were actually coming together to 
discuss sharing men. 

“This,country isin disarray from the bedroom to the prayer rail,” 
she said “Marriage is no longer a tribal concern. Women as a 
group need to work together to keep marriages and families 
together All we are talking now is sex.” 

During the workshop the question of religion and morals never 
came ‘ug, Chapman did emphasize, however, that, while women 
should tearn to appreiate their sexuality, they should not view 
themsetvyes as Only sexual beings 

“You-dan't want to see men as just sexual objects either,” she 
said “We must learn how to cultivate friendships with men. A man 
can be a phone pal just like one of your girl friends.” 

Men_were barred from attending the workshop, but several 
women expressed some concerrabouttheirfeetings on this sensi- 
tive subject 

One Yaan who was turned away from the workshop said he 
thoughtit was healthy for women to discuss sharing men because

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Leading the way for the Buck- 
eyes in 1942 was a sprinter from 
New York who was the team cap: 
tain. That team leader was Ralph 
Hammond. 

Ouring the 1942 championship 
at Northwestern, Hammond 
churned to victories in the 100 and 
220 yard dashes in addition to 
running the third leg on the win- 
ning mile relay team. 

An account of the occasion by 
the school newspaper stated that 
Hammond had gone into the com- 
petition as an underdog, with 
lowa's Lee Farmer as the favorite 
in the dash events. 

Hammond was the-ctear-cut 
winner in both of his individual 
races, although there was some 
controversy over the second place 
finish in the 100. The Lantern’s 
column on the rac? said that 
Hammond's teammate Bob Wright 
should have been awarded 
second, but judges picked Farmer 
in that position. 

Wright was listed third, while 
another Buckeye Dave Trepanier, 
came in fourth. 

Hammond was only the second 
black athlete to be named captain 
of an Ohio State track team, the 
first having been Jesse Owens. In 
prideful reflection on his glory 
days at OSU, Hammond also 
points to the Drake Relays of '42in 
which the Bucks took firsts in the 
440, 880 and mile relays. He 
anchored the first two events and 
ra the third spot on the mile relay. 
The time for the 880 relay of 1:25.9 
broke the meet record previously 
heid-by towa. 

He is still regular in attendance 
at ‘major athletic events, having 
served a¥ a track official at O.S.U. 
for 23 years after returning from 
military service in 1946. A retired 
Army Lieutenant Colonel, Ham- 
mond has also retired from his job 
as District Manager for the Ohio 
Bureau of Employment Services. 

With only two track team titles in 
83 years, Buckeye fans should 
savor the memories of these rare 
occurrences. Hammond hopes 
that OSU's Hall of Fame selection 
committee will properly assess his 
role in the Buckeye's first cham- 
pionship and prepare a fitting 
place.for him in history along side 
Jesse Owens and Coach Larry
